Nearly all states offer alternative routes to a
teaching credential. Alternative routes can be
administered by different types of organizations,
such as nonprofit organizations or state
education agencies, or by various partnerships.

For Example

Some school districts partner with IHEs to offer
an alternative program that allows participants
to begin an internship or probationary teaching
position within the school district while taking
courses towards program completion at the IHE.
States approve the types of alternative routes
that may operate in their states, so the types of
alternative routes available vary by state.
